quarters. 


The three foreign ministers met 


with the secretary general for a 
90-minute private 
conversation 


last night—their first such get-to- 
gether since they 
arrived 
last 


week for the U. N. Security Coun- 
cil's current debate on the Suez. 


Hammarskjold invited the min- 


isters "most directly concerned in 
the controversy," as his office put 
it, after the council in its first 
private session on the Suez crisis 
failed to resolve the deadlock be- 
tween Egypt and the Western 
powers. 


The West demands international 


control of the canal, which Egyp- 
tian President Nasser nationalized 
July 26. Egypt insists she can run 
the waterway herself—and has 
been doing it Bines then.

packed house in Pittsburgh's Hunt 
Armory who heard in person his 
address, carried 
nationwide by 


radio and television. 


This traditionally 
Democratic 


city gave him an ear-splitting ova- 
tion. Crowds cheered him on the 
14-mile drive from the airport to 
his hotel and again along the route 
to the 8,000-seat armory, which 
was filled to overflowing. 


Officials estimated a crowd of 


5,000 greeted the President on his 
arrival at the Greater Pittsburgh 
Airport and an additional 100,000 
lined the streets on his route to 
downtown Pittsburgh. The crowd 
was one of the biggest of his 
campaign. 


Esenhower again rapped back 


at the proposals of his Democratic 
opponent, Adlai E. Stevenson, call- 
ing for a halt in the draft as soon 
as that is possible consistent with 
national safety and for his coun- 
try to take the lead toward sus- 
pension of big-scale nuclear tests. 


And he devoted much of his 


speech to a reply to Stevenson's 
Ncampaign assertion that the Eis- 
enhower administration hag fa- 
vored big business at the expense 
of the average American. 


"This amounts to saying that 


you government has no interest 
in the people of America," Eisen- 
hower said. "This amounts to the 
charge that your government has 
betrayed your trust. Such talk is 
political 
irresponsibility at its 


worst." 


Eisenhower said the facts are 


that labor's share of the national 
income Is up, that labor unions 
have the best contracts in history, 
that federal welfare 
programs 


have been extended to the widest 
dimensions ever. 


He said he wondered just what 


sort of people the Democrats think 
Americans are — "and I wonder 
what sort of a man they think I 
am." 


He tackled Stevenson again — 


without mentioning him by name 
— on the draft and H-bomb pro- 
posals.

Multi-Purpose Armory Here 


The Warren Area Chamber of 


Commerce last night passed a reso- 
lution asking the Federal Govern- 
ment to build a new multi-purpose 
Armory in this community to re- 
place the inadequate facilities now 
in use by the National Guard unit 
in Warren. The vote was unanimous 
and Chamber President Neil Cul- 
bertson immediately appointed a 
three-man committee to formulate 
plans for asking the Government 
to take action. 


The committee Includes Leroy 


Schneck, chairman, 
William R. 


Walker, and James Torrance. Mr. 
Schneck is an officer in the Army 
Reserve; Mr. Walker is Command- 
er of the Chief Cornplanter Post, 
American Legion; and Mr. Tor- 
rance is a member of the official 
Armory Board. 


In the discussion that preceded 


action by the board, it was pointed 
out that the present Armory build- 
ing, built about 1913, is antiquated 
and too small for the Company I, 
National Guard unit. Mr. Schneck 
and Mr. Torrance told the direc- 
tors, also, that it would be advan- 
tageous for a new Armory to be 
built as a multi-purpose center 
where all branches of the Armed 
Forces might be quartered. 


The Board learned that such mil- 


ti-purpose Armories have been 
constructed in other parts of the 
country with good success and are 
especially desirable in view of the 
increasing Importance of reserve 
units in the Government's defense 
plans.

MORE ABOUT NEW HIGH SCHOOL 


(By JANE WALKER KOPF) 


This newspaper is dedicated to the impartial distri- 


bution of information through which its readers may 
formulate an opinion on questions of local interest. 
You must have access to all knowledge of what is 
being done for or against your best interests. You 
are entitled to know how your money is being spent 
by the officials you have elected. Without informa- 
tion supplied by a free press, it is impossible for you, 
the taxpayers, to intelligently decide whom to elect 
to public office whether that office be County Commis- 
sioner, member of Borough Council, or member of the 
Board of Education. 


Since the publication in the Times-Mirror on Au- 


gust 23 of our editorial on the High School issue there 
have been many discussions on the streets and in the 
homes of our community concerning the location of 
the High School. That is as it should be. We hoped 
that when we printed our views that the town would 
start thinking about educational facilities in Warren. 


However in any discussion of money to be spent

Figures Reveal Substantial 
Savings Could Be Made by 
Remodeling Present Building 
• • • • 


Figures showing the comparative costs of erecting a new high 


school building or remodeling the present structure were made public 
at a Monday night meeting of Joint Committee of Warren Area Joint 
School Board. 


The architect flrmi of Lawrte and Green of Harrlsburg and 


^Myers, Krider, Werle and Ellenberger of Erie had been requested at 
the previous Joint Committee meeting to bring up to date their figures 
of almost two years ago. 


Both architectural firms showed that substantial savings would 


be made if the present etructure at the corner of Market street and 
Second avenue was remodeled and a new addition constructed. 


Myers, Krider, Werle and Ellenberger estimated that a saving 


of $305,200 could be made if the present structure was remodeled. 


Overall costs for alterations to* 


the Market street site would be 
$1,873,800, that figure including 
$165,000 purchase price for adjoin- 
ing territory. 


The MKWE flrm'g figures show- 


ed that a Memorial Field Bite 
would cost an estimated $2,093,650, 
including a $25,750 purchase price 
for necessary adjoining lands. 


Most 
expensive 
estimate 
of 


MKWE was for the proposed 
Swick site. At that location, esti- 
mated costs of $2,171,150 included 
only $8,000 for purchase of neces- 
sary adjoining lands. Dr. Carl E. 
Whipple, 
school superintendent, 


said the $8,000 was unrealistically 
low, probably did not include all 
the 
adjoining land for 
school 


property that had been considered. 
. The architectural firm of Lawrie 
and Green of Harrisburg stated the 
remodeling of the present high 
school structure would cost an esti- 
mated $1,789,700, ' some $516,300 
less than estimated costs for a 
new building on the two Swick 
properties. 


L, & G estimated a new building 


on the Swick site would cost $2,- 
306,000, a figure which does not 
include purchase of property but 
at the assessment price of $5,200. 


L & G esimated costs of a Mem- 


orial Field location at $2,248,900, 
with assessed evaluation costs of 
needed adjacent property (totaling 
$10,300) figured into the total. 


It was stressed at the Joint com- 


mittee meeting that Warren's pre- 
sent per capita tax per year was 
as high aa Is allowed under the 
law. That means that any Increas- 
ed millage would be added to 
property taxes for at least the 
next 30 yearn, and perhaps 37 
years, if bonds are not retired 
sooner. 


Using Dr. Whipple's figures and 


adding the new school tax of $3.21 
per $1,000 of assessed evaluation, 
Warren residents would be paying 
$62.21 tax for each $1,000 of asses- 
sed property valuation per year. 
Tax rate is now $59 per $1,000 
assessed property valuation.

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MORE ABOUl NEW HIGH SCHOOL

on schools, we must look at the whole financial pic- 
ture in Warren. We have seventeen or eighteen miles 
of unpaved streets in the borough for which there will 
be demands for paving. An example of this is Fourth 
avenue. Anyone who drives on it even once in a while 
will agree that its condition is shocking. When the 
state cites us, we will be forced to build a sewage dis- 
posal plant at an expense approximating $1,500,000.00. 


Our police force is substantially smaller in relation 


_ to our population than the average for other commu- 
nities in our state. To overcome this condition, they 
are employed on a 48 hour week without overtime pay. 
To keep and enlarge our police force, Council will be 
obliged to offer them more pay or better hours. 


The fire department is understaffed according- to 


the fixe underwriters. 


The salaries of our firemen and other Borough 


employees must be increased commensurate with in- 
flation and the steady advance of wage rates in other 
occupations. This was apparent a year ago when our 
Council found it necessary to drastically curtail a 
realistically proposed budget, then request the court 
to permit an increase in real estate millage to meet 
even the inadequate budget approved. 


There is every possibility that we will be faced 


with a wage tax to meet the expenses of the Borough 
on top of increased millage for school taxes. 


It is evident that we cannot, without impairing the 


high credit rating enjoyed by the Borough and our 
School Board up to this time, make excessive capital 
outlays for schools, streets, recreational facilities, 
sewage disposal plants and other items and in addition 
assume the full burden imposed by expanded service 
and maintenance costs. 


'In the educational field there has been agitation 


for an addition to Seneca Street School and increased 
facilities at East Street School. Our national maga- 


- zihes and newspapers have told us of the federal 


government's alarming reports on the number of 
teachers who are leaving tlie profession to seek higher 
paying jobs. We should see to it that Warren pays 
higher teacher- salaries to keep and attract the best 
possible educators. We could have the most modern 
of schoolrooms but without good teachers in them our 
money would have been most foolishly spent. 


The proposal to remodel and enlarge our existing 


high school would change its appearance both .inside 
and out. 
The entire third floor would be taken off, 


the interior drastically changed, and of course the ad- 
dition would be of substantial size. Some of the pro- 
paganda which has been circulated that the building 
would be unsafe is pure nonsense. No reputable ar- 
chitect would recommend spending public funds on a 
project which would not be safe and suitable for our 
needs. 


As we promised you in our other' editorial, we are 


publishing the financial estimates made by the ar- 
chitects. From these figures, you will see that we 
save a substantial sum by leaving the high school 
where it is. There is not only the saving in building 
costs, but saving in indirect costs to the borough of 
road maintenance, sewage lines, and bus transporta- 
tion should the school be located outside the borough 
limits. 


Lastly, even leaving financial considerations aside, 


we must not forget that it is to our children's advan- 
tage to have the school located near our existing fa- 
cilities. The importance of our library, churches and 
other public buildings cannot be overlooked.

Regarding a picture that ap- 


peared on page 18 of last Thurs- 
day's issue our old friend and con- 
tributor E. W. Honhart, of Star- 
brick, 
offers 
these 
thoughts: 


"Dear Editor—It does me a world 
of good to see the picture of a 
raft I knew about, back there in 
the long ago. The item read 'it is 
difficult to find anyone who re- 
members anything about those 
rafting days 
on the Allegheny 


river.' Well, the word says 'seek 
and ye shall find!' Now if you 
haUi sought not, how will you 
know? 
The raft in the picture 


was the property of the late B. F. 
Mead, commonly known ag Frank, 
my neighbor on Yankee Bush The 
tract of. timber from whence it 
came was on Jackson Run, from 
the Lander road south to the top 
of the hill joining the Frantz 
farm, and to the east by land of 
the late Marshall Gray It was a 
good stand of hemlock timber. 
They peeled the bark in May and 
June, 1895; let the contract of 
making in the early fall, to the 
late W. R. Frantz The late George 
Lee wag hewer, and with tw o 
other timber makers and some 
help from his brother, Henry, they 
finished before that long and cold 
winter get in. I remember that 
winter as I never misaed^a day on 
another job in seven months. The 
Mead timber tract is still in the 


family, 
owned 
by 
a grandson, 


Ralph Mead, Jr., and is about 200 
rods from the Honhait homestead 
It was hauled and banked at the 
Conewango Creek, south of North 
Warren. I have pi oof that this 
raft was tie only raft that was 
rafted in ,at rforth Warren in the 
'90'3. A full raft never came out 
of the Conewango. They came in 
platforms 
and 
pieces, 
several 


pieces make a river fleet. Pieces 
were made from platforms and 
coupled up in the rivers. The pic- 
ture showed that it was taken on 
Sunday, as there was no activity 


1 —those on the raft were 'snoop- 
ers'. ,If Mr. Mead were there they, 
would soon find themselves back^ 
on shore. You. will note this pic- 
ture wag taken after a heavy snow 
fall. The. oars are not in pioper 
shape yet as the raiting is not 
finished, nor is the shanty built. 
There were many rafts in the 
Pittsburgh market that spring of 
1896. With few buyers and prices 
low, this raft was held until fall 
before it was sold. So now as the 
raft is sold and the money spent, 
let us look forward for spring and 
another season of baik pealing, 
and a raft to Pittsburgh the next 
spring, 1897."

next spring. Start by exercising 
care in storing summer garments 
for the winter months. 


The first requirement is clean- 


liness. All cotton and synthetic 
dresses should be washed out 
thoroughly. Be sure to get all 
the starch out, as it's a prime 
item of diet for silverfish. Dresses 
or suits that can't be washed 
should go to the cleaner. 


Whether clothes ar-; ironed or 


not depends on the space you 
have available. If you have a big 
closet with no oilier uses, iion the 
clothes by all means. If the 
clothes have to be stored in car- 
tons or drawers, don't bother. 
They'll have to be done over 
next spring anyway. 
' If you can hang the clothes, 
select wooden hangers or cpver 
the wire ones. Moisture during 
the winter can cause the metal 
to leave rust spots on the clothes. 


Hang each garment carefully 


and don't push them too close 
together. If the closet is not 
fairly air-tight, tissue paper can 
be spread over the shoulders of 
the hangers to prevent dust. 


If you pack (unused suitcases 


are useful), avoid using news- 
paper as dividers. Long contact 
may leave this fall's news printed 
on the front of your dress. Tis- 
sue paper is a good choice.
